NEW PLAN PROVIDES 
FOR THE PUBLIC DEBT 


Central Reserve Association Is 
Provided, and the Country Is 
Divided Into Fifteen Finan- 
cial Districts—Changes Are 
Made to Meet Criticisms Pro- 
voked by Aldrich’s Scheme.

Washington, October 19.—Former 
Senator Nelson W. Aldrich, of Rhode 
Island, today submitted to the national 
monetary commission, of which he is 
chairman, a revision of his plan for 
monetary legislation. The commission 


may use it as the basis of its recom- 


mendations to congress 

The basic principles of 
plan are substantially the same as 
those embodied in Mr. Aldrich’s first: 
proposal sent to the commission Iast 
January, which he said he expected 
would serve as a basis for national dis- 
cussion. Important phases which wera 
then unsettled and those which have 
since been evolved are treateq in the 
recommendations sent to the commis- 
sion today. Most of the questions are 
re-handled with great detail as the 
result of discussions and conferences 
which have been going on since the 
Plan was first suggested. 

The Revised Pian in Brief. 

Briefly the plan still provides for 
the organization of the National Re- 
serve Association with capital of ap- 
proximately $300,000,000, in which the 
United States government and the 
banks owning shares in the associa- 
tion shall be the only depositors, The 
plan of dividing the United States ag 
first into fifteen financial districts re- 
mained unchanged. 

In each district the banks shall form 
local associations of their own, which 
in turn will be Tepresented in the 
branches and finally in the central 
organization through a system of elec- 
tion of directors, which, it is said, 
will make it impossible for any section 
or set of bankers to control the whole. 

To provide for the $730,000,000 of 2 
per cent government bonds now own- 
ed by the national banks and used as 
the basis of note circulation, which are 
to be absorbed by the reserve associa- 
tion, the following plan is proposed: 

Franchise Tax to Government. 

Upon the application of the reserve 
association the secretary of the treas- 
urer shall exchange the 2 per cent 
bonds which the association will buy 
from banks at par and accrued in- 
terest, for a new issue of 3 per cent 
securities, payable fifty years after 
the date of issue 

The reserve association will pay to 
the government a special franchise tax 
of 1% per cent a year on the amount 
of such bonds. The government’s ac- 
tual interest charge on the 2 per cents 
is not actually 1% per cent, since the 
banks pay back a half of 1 per cent 
as a tax when the bonds are used ag 
the basis of note circulation. This 
will imburse the government for the 
extra interest it will be called upon to 
pay as a result of exchanging the 2s 
for 3s. 

To Provide for Public Debt. 

One effect of the exchange will be 
to enable the government to provide 
permanently for a large portion of the 
interest-bearing public debt at a net 
interest charge of 1% per cent. This 
arrangement proposes a_ solution of

tequirements for reserve to be held 
against deposits are made the same 
for national banks, state banks and 
trust companies, but the present re- 
serve requirements of national banks 
are modified to the extent of requiring 
no reserves against time deposits ex- 
cept for the thirty days preceding 
their maturity. This provision, which 
resembles those in the trust company 
laws of some states, is expected to 
make it more profitable for national 
banks to hold time deposits in compe- 
tition with trust companies. Banks 
of all classes will have the full use of 
the deposits without reserve restric- 
tions until thirty days from maturing, 
when standard reserves will be re- 
yuired, 
Provision for Discount. 
A provision that the association shall 
discount for any member notes and 
bills of exchange arising out of com- 
mercial transactions is further devel- 
oped in the line of preventing the 
granting of loans upon securities. The 
notes and bills eligible for discount by 
the association are restricted. to such 
notes and bills of exchange as are “‘is- 
sued or drawn for agricultural, indus- 
trial or commercial purposes and not 
for carrying stocks, bonds or other in- 
vestment securities.’ This interpreta- 
tion will exclude brokers’ notes for 
carrying stocks. Banks under this 
provision, it is said, will be encour- 
aged to carry their auxillary reserves 
in commercial paper, instantly convert- | 
ible into cash, instead of in call loans 
on the stock market. 
National banks will 
to establish savings departments 
to lend not more than 40 per cent 
such deposits upon productive real 
tate, im loans not exceeding 50 
cent of the value of the property. The 
national bank act now prohibits such 
loans, but there is a constant demand 
for them, especially in the west. Sav- 
ings deposits in anv of the banks in 
the association shall be subiect to 
thirty days’ notice before withdrawal, 
and shall be covered by a reserve of i6 
per cent of that required on demand 
deposits in the same locality. 
For the Reserves, 
reserves of the association, 
that 50 per cent of its 
liabilities, including deposits 
and not issue, shall be covered by gold 
other iawful money, with a _ pro- 
vision that whenever the reserve falls 
below 50 per cent the association is 
bound to pay to the government a spe- 
cial tax which increases in rate in 
proportion to the deficiency. The op- 
eration of this in such instances is ex- 
pected to stimulate an increase in the 
rate of discount and to bring in gold 
until the reserves again become nor- 
mal. 
Another new provision specifies that 
any local association may assume and 
exercise the powers and functions of a 
clearing house. In this respect some 
existing clearing houses are expected 
to become local associations. All local 
associations will be required to ap- 
point examiners, which is a develop- 
ment of the movement for local clear- 
ing house examiners, now being pro- 
moted throughout the country.

_Dr. Murray tabulates the results of his observations on the citys 


streets for just one day, and they are sufficient to challenge the at- 
tention of the authorities, automobilists and people generally. He 
shows persistent violation of traffic regulations, any one of which 
might have eventuated seriously, if not fatally. 

The remedy he points is idéntical with the moral preached in 
and out of season by The Constitution—rigid and impartial enforce- 
ment of traffic regulations, not spasmodically, but all the time and 
in every part of the city. 

Speed laws are like all other laws—of absolutely no avail unless 
they are enforced. Had the regulations now written into Atlantés 
ordinances been enforced in the instances given by Dr. Murray, the 
accidents he cites would have been practically impossible. Regula- 
tions that are hog-tight and hotse-high may be enacted, but unless 
they are made effective they might as well not be in the city code 
at all. 

As Dr. Murray shows, and as The Constitution has many times 
stated, there is an extremely low percentage of chronically reckless 
drivers in the city. They menace the overwhelming majority of 
careful and law-abiding drivers as seriously as they do pedestrians 
and other vehicles. Violating the speed regulation, or the checking 
regulation, or the turning regulation once and getting off without 
penalty, they tend to the same offense at the first opportunity. It 
is this class of drivers that must be brought up with a short halt, 
fined, imprisoned, deprived of their licenses or made in some un- 
mistakable manner to realize that the law is going to be enforced, 
regardless of whom it touches.

Thev are in the midst of a capital-removal dispute down in the 
little Mexican state of Chiapas, and the unique method of crackaloo 
arbitration has been proposed by Dr. Belisario Dominguez, who 
heads the faction that wants the statehouse moved to Cristobal from 
Tuxtla. He has suggested to Governor Juan Espinosa Torres, the 
leader of the Tuxtla faction, that the matter be settled between them 
personally by a sort of game-of-chance duel. Two pistols, of 
identical caliber, one loaded, the other unloaded, are to be placed 
in a bag. Then there is to be a game of grabbag, the doctor select- 
ing one pistol, the governor the other, neither, of course, being sup- 
posed to know which one contains the fatal missive.

The speed limit is being violated 
every hour of the day in the heart of 
the city, and this:can be easily as- 
certained by a miotorman using his 
speedometer and riding behind almost 
any car run by a chauffeur. 

At 3 o'clock Monday afternoon, while 
passing the Whitehall street viaduct, 
a street car going toward Peachtree 
stopped to let off a passenger and an 
automobile smashed into the rear end 
of the car, doing but slight damage 
to either the car or the automobile. 

At 4 o’clock the same afternoon on 
a Peachtree car near Sixth street the 
car stopped and a large five-seated 
automobile smashed into the rear end 
of the street car, breaking the lamps 
of the automobile, bending up the 
holders and doing other slight damage.

If recommendations advanced and plans formed by Recorder 
Broyles and Probation Officer Coogler are materialized, Atlanta’s 
probation system, which has already eloquently justified its estab- 
lishment, will be given an indefinitely widened field of usefulness. 

The recorder has recommended that the office of the probation 

officer be properly equipped, so that records may be kept of each 
case investigated, held under supervision or released. He has also 
suggested that the probation officer be allotted three assistants, that 
he may be able to extend his work in directions heretofore closed to 
him for sheer lack of time and opportunity. The practice of making 
arrests for first or trivial offenses is to be even more scrupulously 
amended than at present, to the end that the office may perform its 
functions of preventing and curing rather than encouraging and 
breeding crime.

FOREIGN LEGATIONS UNEASY 
ABOUT HANKOW CONCESSIONS 

Peking, October 19.—-The foreign le- 
gations in Peking have received no dis- 
patches from Hankow since 6 o'clock 
last evening. The last message from 
the American consul general, Roger 8. 
Greene, stated only that fighting had 
begun. It is believed, however, that 
the concessions in Hankow are safe, 
and that the ten or twelve foreign 
cruisers and gunboats in the harbor are 
ample protection even from the joint 
Chinese army and navy. 

But it will be impossible to prevent 


‘stray shells from threatening foreign- 


ers, or conflagrations and looting by 
the rabble. 

It is hoped that all the women and 
children have already been safely re- 
moved from Hankow, as it is feared 
that defeat of the revolutionists might 
be followed by excesses on the part of 
the mob. 

Imperial Troops Mutinous. 

A report has reached here that im- 
perialist troops have refused to de- 
train at Hankow. Other reports say 
the Chinese gunboats took little part 
in yesterday’s fighting, as a direct fire 
would have endangered their own 
troops, While a flank fire would have 
incalvad a bombardment over the for- 
eign concessions. 

The American attaches, Lieutenant 
Colonel William D. Beach and Captain 
J. H. Reeves, returned to Peking last 
night becauye they were not permitted 
to accompany the troops to Hankow. 
They say the orderliness and precision 
with which the troop trains are being 
sent southward is admirable. The Chi- 
nese army, they declare, seems to have 
learned the lessons of modern tactics 
well, but fighting spirit is evidently 
still lacking in the race, 

Wholesale Disaffection, 


That the rebeis did not advance 
along the railway prior to the arrival! 
of the imperial troops may not have 
been owing to lack of initiative, but to 
the possibility that the revolutionists 
would prove disloyal to the new repub- 
lic, which the leaders are bent upon 
extablishing. It is thought that both 
armies are in danger of wholesale dis- 
affection. Ni concrete idea, either im- 
perial or republican, holds the minds 
of the troops, while general discontent 
with bad government affects both. 


WHOLESALE MURDER OF MANCHUS 
BY THE MADDENED REBELS 
Shanghai, October 19.—-Six packed 
steamers arrived here from Hankow 
today, carrying refugees. The steamer 
Belgravia was occupied exclusively by 
foreign passengers, who were given 
free accommodations at the directions of 
the consuls in Hankow. The ship was 
so crowded that many of the passen- 
gers slept on the floors of the hold. 
Most of the foreigners were Russians 
employed in the tea factories and Bel- 
gian iron workers employed in the 
steel works, the Han Yang arsenal and 
on the Pekin-Hankow railway. 

The refugees declare that the whole 
Yang Tse valley from Hankow to 
Shanghai is in the hands of the rebels, 
with the possible exception of one or 
two of the larger cities to which pro- 
vincial officials have retired with their 
available troops. It has been insistent- 
ly stated here that Kiu Kiang, 15 
miles below Hankow, is under revolu- 
tionary control. This is denied, how- 
ever, by foreign officials and by the 
representatives of the Chinese custom 
service, 

Massacre of Manchua. 

Accounts of the revolutionary attack 
on Wu Chang as given by the refugees 
today emphasize particularly the mas- 
sacre of the Manchus in that city. 

In the slaughter neither age nor sex 
was regarded and it is doubtful, the 
refugees say, whether a single repre- 
sentative of thee Manchu race was left 
alive there. Similar slaughter of the 
Manchu’s followed in Hankow and Han 
Yang when those cities fell. 

Copies of The Central China Post, 
which arrived on the Belgravia, de- 
scribe the early progress of the revolu- 
tionary movement. 

“The revolutionary leaders,’ the pa- 
pers says, “displayed secrecy, promp- 
titude and thoroughness—dqualities sel- 
dom shown by the governing classes 
in ~China. But the massacre of the

Captain Collson’s death recalls the 
dncident of the return of thé Atlanta ' _ 
Female seminary Bible, which was re- 
ceived in Atlanta in the spring of 
1910 and presented to Miss Mayson on 
the occasion of the annual reunion of 
the “Fighting Forty-secong Georgia,” 
July 22. . 

The Atlanta Female seminary, estab- 
Jished by Professor James R. Mayson, 
a brothereof Miss Amanda Mayson, 
stood on Fillis street, between what are 
now Courtland street and Piedmont 
avenue, and was used during the war 
as a hospital, being afterward destroy- 
efi by the federal troops. 

While stationed at the seminary 
building Captain Collson, of Company 
A, 107th New York Volunteers, found 
this Bible, a handsome book which 
was presented to the institution by the 
sophomore class of 1860, of which Miss 
Amanda J, Mayson was a member. He 
gent it to a friend, Dr. Tracy Beadle, 
of Elmira, asking him to take care 
of it. 

Through a story in The Constitution 
following a publication concerning the 
Bible in The Elmira Star-Gazette, and 
as the result of information supplied 
by Major W. J. Houston, it was finally 
ascertained that the one most entitled 
to the Bible was Miss Mayson, sister 
of the founder of the institution and 

member of the clase which presenteg 

to the schoo!. 

Naptain Collison had long been anx- 
ous to return it to someone whom he 
thought entitled to receive it, and 
was much gratified over the receipt of 
this information. 

The Bible was sent by Mr. Copeland 
to Clark Howell, who made the speech 
of presentation, returning it to Miss 
Mayson at the Ferty-second Georgia 
reunion July 22, 1910. It was accepted 
by City Attorney James IL. 
speaking for his aunt.

New York, October 19.—Ufficial pre- 
Gictions for frost in the western belt 
and reports of a more active spot de- 
mand probably for the filling out of 
October commitments, caused heavy 
covering in the cotton market early 
today, but failed, apparently, to stimu- 
late much aggressive buying for long 
account, and after an opening advance 
the market eased off, under continued 
Southern selling in connection with 
liquidation by some of the early buy- 
ers. The ciose was steady, net un- 
changed to 5 points higher. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 7@15 points on higher cables, 
low temperatures just north of the 
western belt and reports that the south 
Was offering spots less freely. Active 
months sold about 18 to 15 points net 
higher on or right after the call, with 
December touching 9.30 and January 
9.18, or about 25 points above the low 
records of yesterday morning. Offer- 
ings were very heavy on this advance, 
and prices eased off several points dur- 
ing the early trading, and while a rally 
of 4 or 5 points followed the western 
belt forecast, contirming the private 
_predictions of frost in most of the 
Western belt, the market weakened 
again when it was found that the out- 
look was not creating any general 
bluying movement, and that the south 
continued to sell here on advances, 
Reports that preliminary returns to
